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"Infonnalkn" k the due

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Don Fox and Lin Higlttoiwer may appear to b? normal customers as they enter 
a Virginia Beach restaurant. That is. until they pull out a badge rather than 
place an order. 

They are police officers, burglary detectives with the Virginia Beach Police 
Department, and such calls are just a part of their everyday investigation of 
burglaries in the Beach's 2nd precinct, which extends roughly from the 
oceanfront area to Gi-eat Neck Rd. 

Fox and Hightower were hand picked to be Virginia Beach detectives six years 
ago. Considered to be among the cream of the crop, they first proved themselves 
as able uniformed policemen. '' 

"That's where everyone b^ins," says Hightower of the Beach's 360 sworn 
officers. 

'Today th^ pair wars casual street clothes on the job and drives an unmarked 
car. A day's activities may include questioning victims and suspects, visiting the 
site of a burglary, devdopingleads or arresting a suspect. 

The average age of a burglar in Virginia Beach is 15 to 17 years old. Fox 
estimates. "There are very few professional burglars in this city," he says. "I'd 
guess that 60 percent are juveniles. And experience has shown that burglars are 
generally repeaters." 

Their approach to solving a case is extremely systematic-from checking out a 
suspect's previous polia record through a computer, to interviewing the victim, 
to obtaining a warrant and making an arrest. 

But there are multitudes of clues to be picked up and pieced together-a credit 
card receipt found inside a stolen calculator, a nervous suspect's shaken story 
that conflicts with that of another suspect, a troublesome customer who has 
frequented the same three bars that have all been recently burglarized. 

"It may be just one clue that solves 40 burglaries," Hightower explains. 

Keeping all the clues in mind for one particular case isn't easy. Multiply that by 
an average of 20 cases a month per detective and the scope of the job unfolds. 

Then^ere is the paper work that musf 1wi:ompleted On each case; 

"There's approximately three-and-a-half hours of paperwork to be done for 
each arrest you make," says Fox. "So if you make five arrests in one case you've 
get at least two full days of paperwork to do." 

There just isn't enough time on the job to get it all done, Hightower states 
matter-of- factly. "So you squeeze it in at home." 

But the job is worth the extra work, both men agree. "There's a lot of self- 
satisfaction that comes with clearing a case, ' ' says Hightower.

way to help people, so I joined." . 

"The respect you get from the community makes you want to stay a policeman," 
says Hightower. "The majority have respect, and I don't see it declining in this 

He adds that police work othn that occasional thrill and excitement not found 
in an evoyday desk job. 

'Soth detectives say it is difficult to live up to the television image of a policeman. 

"First off, if I drove like Star^ and Hutch I'd be fired immediately," laughs 
Hightower. "People watch Kojaklift dngerprints off burlap and expect us to do 
the same. 

"Fingerprints and tra«x evidence don't solve cases. Information is what solves 
cases. A detective isn't worUi the ground he walks on if he doesn't get 
information." 

"You've always got to keep your ears open," says Fox. "You may overhear a 
bit of a conversation in a restaurant that could be a clue. On our breathe-easy 
days we try to get out on the street and just talk to people and develop 
information." 

"It's a funny thing, but people seem to want to tell a police officer 
everything," Hightower explains. "They want to talk to you. They'll tell on their 
tirdther arid sister. 

"Sometimes we'll just be driving down the street and people will flag us down- 
tbey just want to talk and tell us things . " 

'*Thwe's a lot of public relations work in this job," Fox concludes. "People 
automatically expect you to solve their case. Sometimes it's hard to make them 
realize that theirs is not the only case ymi are working on. 

"We must constantly reassure people we'll do what we can. We try to continue 
to make contact with them even if there's no new clues, just to let them know we 
are stillconcemed about their particular case. ' ' 

"We try to do the very best we can," Hightower sums up. "But we're only 
humans. We' re certainly not supermen . "

Employers must use 1978 
form W-2 to report wages 

Here is a last minute reminder to employers about the 
new way to report employee's 1978 wages for social 
security purposes. H 

There's also something new to read ihovc reporls-a 
machine called optical scanner thai iranslate- the 
reporis to the mapnciic tape laiigiiaijc liiat ;i coniputei 
can understand. 

The Social Security Administration is concerned 
because some early rept>ris are being received in a 
formal the optical scanner can't read-and that means 
more expensive manual processing. 

Beginning with 1978 wages, employers are to use 
Form W-2 (Wage and Tax Statement) to report their 
worker's earnings. Form W-2 has been revised for 1978 
so it can be read by the scanner. 

The Form W-2's are printed three to a page, and 
.to Copy A of the form js tp be submitted to social security 
in just thai way-three Id a page. 

.Some employers are -going to the trouble of cutting 
the forms apart, which means they cannot be processed 
by the optical scanner. 

Other employers are sending in the Form 941'$ that 
were used previously for earnings rcporis. And some are 
, using older Form \y-2's. Those forms cannot be 
processed by machine isither. 

Employers should use only the 1978 Form W -2's and 
the entire page must be sent even if one or two of the 
forms arc blank. 7 

The changeover is pare of the switch i© annual 
reporting of employee earnings. Reports were submitted 
Hiiarterly in previous years. 

All Forms W 2 should be submitted with Form W-3 
( Iransmiilal of Inc<ime and Tax Stafctncnts). 

The forms arc.availabic from local Internal Revenue

The deadline for submitting the forms is February 28, 
l')79. *>

There is a biU under consicteration in Richmond that 
should capture the internt of every Virginia Beach 
resident. As currently proposed, this; l^slation will 
numage coastal areas by requiring every individual who 
wishes to build or distrub the land up to 1000 feet inland 
from any tidal water, or sand dune, to secure a permit. 
A Shorelands Board, structured similarly to the already 
existent Wetlands Board, would be created to review 
cases and issue permits. 

The implications of this piece of legislation are far- 
reaching. A thousand |eet is an extremely wide, and 
some feel arbitrary, strip that will involve a coiisi()erable 
amount of acreage in the city. The bill's jurisdiction 
includes far more than just ocean or bayfront. This strip 
would include land bordering on all tributaries leading 
to the coast so that areas such as the Courthouse, parts 
of Kempsvilie, th" Salem Road area and others would 
be affected. Virginia cities such as Colonial Heights, 
Richmond and Alexandria, not usually thought of as 
coastal, will also be affected because of the waterways 
flowing^ through them to the Atlantic. 

Another problem with the proposed legislation that 
should be closely scrutinized- is the Uifk of attention it 
gives to human needs such as expanding population and 
economic development. There is no housing reference 
included in the bill nor is land identified in any way as to 
environmental uniqueness qr sensitivity. New Jersey 
adopted a similar coastal bill that has resulted in 
scattered, disjointed pockets of urbanization, 
frustrating efficient land use. The Virginia bill also fails 
to address the issue of compensation of private propoty 
owners who may, in effect, have their land taken from 
them. 

A third difficult area with the legislation is the added 
government regulation. Federal monies for establishing 
boards and administering the program would flow into 
the state under the 1972 Coastal Zone Management Act. 
And federal money has traditionally meant federal 
control. 

The building industry has a commitment to build 
housing for all citizens. Buy more and more with high 
demand, inflation, rising interest rates, dnd so on, a new 
home has become an elusive dream for a rising number 
of families. Housing is expensive in Virginia Beach; the 
city ranks third highest in4he nation in lot prices alone. 
As now visualized, coastal legislation wiU in«vitiri}ly ad^ 
td flie eoM of liew hooting, not to mention wint U wiU 
cost the taxpayer in administration costs. It will cause 
delays in timetables and remove available land from 
future development. Time is money. Shortages mean 
higher prices. 

According to all studies made on the subject, 
including the federal government's own, it is almost 
axiomatic that whenever you add another government 
regulation to the building process, you add additional 
cost to ^e end product. 

Virginia Beach is one of the latest growing cities in 
the nation. Even though planners expect the population 
growth rate to decrease slightly, the area will continue to 
be for some years to come, a mecca for those seeking the 
lifestyle the Beach offers. That means substantially 
more new housing must be built in the years to come. 
Hie city itself commits to that in its land use plan when 
it recognizes its responsibility to "Aicourage and 
promote the development of a variety of housing types 
which are decent, safe, sanitary and affordable for all 
citizens". 

The word affordable is an important one, because we 
are on the verge now of seeing our middle dass^our 
policemen, teachers, young couples, and others-priced 
out^f the housing market. To add additional cost to the 
price of new housing without being absolutely certain 
that such cost producing regulations are necessary, is 
folly. 

All of us, including the hOmebuilding industry, have a 
vested interest in protecting the environment of our city. 
Homebuilders would welcome a clear set of guidelines 
and administrative procedures for development in a 
coastal jurisdiction. But heaping jurisdiction upon 
jurisdiction with a maze of separate boards and review 
authorities is not viable, reasonable answo- to coastal 
management. \ 

All Virginia ' Beach residents should look at the 
ordinances already in effec t-the S oil Erwiop and 
Sediment Control Ordinance, the Comprehensive 
Zonii^ Ordinance, and the Wetlands bUl. Th^e Is

Sims, director of the Virginia Beach Public Library 

System. 

In fact, Virginia Beach has the highest library book 
drculation rate of all cities in the state of Virginia, she 
adds, with readers leaning towards "how to" books, or 
those that tell how to deal with their daily lives. 

With these positive factors in its favor, the Beach's 
five-branch library system is growing rapidly. Five more 
branches are included in the city's five-year capital 
improvement program. 

"Physically expanding the library system Is one of 
two major areas we'll be working on for the next few 
years," explains Mrs. Sims. "According to standard, a 
city this size should have at least nine branches. ' ' 

Plans for a new facility at Columbus Loop will begin 
sometime in 1980 or '81. Additional branches are 
scheduled for the Bayville area, Indian Lakes, Kings 
Grant and Princess Anne Courthouse. 

Unlike many cities, Virginia Beach has no "main" 
library as such. "When you're dealing with a 260-square 
mile area, a main library isn't very practical," Mrs. 
Sims states. "A system of very strong branch libraries 
seems more appropriate for an area this large." 

She cites regional cooperation among TiaewatCT 
libraries as another priority of the system. "The simple 
truth is, nobody can have everything. We must share 
resources." 

Tidewater libraries are achieving this through relaxed 
inter-library loan codes. A recent state study also 
investigated the possibility of a networking system that 
would hook up the four

He was comptroller at a 
Ford assembly plant from 1951 and 1952 and later 
assisted the plant manager. 

His objectives for Virginia Beach ~ 

1 . Next year's operating budget should not exceed this 
year's budget. 

2. Departments should absorb the wage increases 
given in 1978-79 (Oct. 10 - Jan. 1) that must be funded 
in full for the 1978-80 budget amounting to 
approximately $1 million. 

3. Departments should absorb wage increases 
proposed in the 1979-80 budget (merit, cost of living, 
etc.) in their proposed budgets. 

4. Departments should also absorb inflated costs of 
materials and supplies.

Housing for elderly 
to increase in city

Housing for the elderly, virtually 
non-existent in Virginia Beach until 
recently, will be increased by 269 units 
with construction of two projects 
approved by City Council Monday 
afternoon. 

Developer C.G. Harris said, 
"Housing for the elderiy has been a 
long time coming, but I'm happy to see 
it's here." 

Councilman Donald S. Merrick 
added that he was "delighted we're 
finally breaking the bottleneck and 
getting these homes." 

The Lutheran Synod of Virginia is 
sponsor for one of the new projects 
and the other has no church affiliation. 
The two projects will bring to five 
the number of developments planned 
specifically for the elderly in Virginia 
Beach which have been approved for 
funding or expect to be funded by the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

Only one has been constructed to 
date, 4h€ Twin Canal in Green Run 
constructed by Fralin and Waldron, 
Inc., the firm which plains to construct 
the other facility off Virginia Beach 
Boulevard in the Bayside Borough. 
The project contains 300 units. 

HUD has approved $4.7 million for 
Russell House which will be 
constructed by the Catholic Church on 
the corner of First Colonial and 
Wolfsnare Roads in the Lynhhaven 



'" App^ww ti also expected from 
HUD for Canterburg-Westminister 
Homes, sponsored by the Preibyterian 
and Episcopalian churches off Shore 
Drive. The 15-story structure on a 15- 
acre site will have 390 units. 

Harris Monday represented the S & 
C Company, owners of the property, 
applying for a change of zoning from 
B-2 Community-Business District to R- 
6 Residential District on a 3.217 acre 
parcel east of Malibu Drive, south of 



Alcott Road in the Lynnhaven 
Borough. Council approved the change 
which will permit the construction by 
the Lutheran Synod of a three-story 
building containing 107 units. He said 
that $3.6 million has been committed 
to the. project by HUD and the Bush 
Company will develop it. 

He said that while the existing 
zoning permits the construction of a 
high-rise facility, up to 75 feet, the 
structure will be under 35 feet 
bermitted in an R-6 zone. 

He said the land adjoins the city's 
Social Services Department, adding to. 
the suitability of the site for'* this 
purpose. 

Area residents opposed the petition 
Monday because of its proximity to the 
single-family homes on Alcott and 
Malibu Roads. The homes have 40- 
foot backyards abutting the home for 
the elder property. Harris said plans 
call for a 42-foot sideyard. 

Council approved the rezoning and 
the conditional use permit for 
construction of the housing. 

Council also approved — The 
application of Fralin and Waldron, 
Inc. for a change of zoning from B-2 
Community-Business District to A-4 
Apartment District on a 4.5 acre parcel 
on the north side of Virginia Beach 
Boulevard, east of Davis Street, 
Bayside Borough. 

The change in zoning was needed to 
permit the construction of a ten-story 
bi)Ud[ing which would contaiiL 161 

Attorney James Pickrell, 
representing the applicant, said that 
the developers are planning a 
$3,800,000 improvement and have 
applied for funds from the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. 

If the home is not constructed, city 
attorney Dale Bimson said council can 
rezone the property to its present 
zoning. 

Subsidized rentals will be available 
in both projects.

Tax, tax; spend, 
spend; and we let 'em 

Last fall, before the November elections, 
there was much fanfare in Washington when 
President Carter signed the $18.7 billion tax- 
cut bill approved by Congress. 

The general idea was the average American 
would get a tax break in 1 979. Right? 

Wrong. 

Actually, as most of us will learn when we 
receive our flrst paycheck this month, the tas^ 
bite in 1979 will be bigger than ever. Congress 
levied more than it lightened. Most wage ear- 
ners will have more money withheld because of 
higher Social Security taxes and cost-of-living 
pay increases that pushed them into higher tax 
brackets. 

Uuhng the last two years, the average fac- 
tory worker's pay has increased 23 percent 
while his federal tax bill zoomed by 80 percent 
and his Social Security by 27 percent. 

As of January 1, the maximum amount of 
salary taxed for Social Security went from 
$17,700 to $22,900. accounting for a tax of 
$1,403.77, or $332.92 more than last year. 
Annual increases scheduled to kee|$ the Social 
Security system afloat will take the tax paid by 
each employer and employee to a stunning 
$3,045 by 1987, or about 14 percent of the 
nation's income. 

Amazingly, the Social Security tax, which 
was only $60 1940 and $374 as late as 1970, 
now exceeds tjhe income tax paid by half the 
nation's wage earners. 

What can be expected in the future? 

If all taxpayers could get from Congress in 
an election year was a highly touted tax cut 
that, in fact, offered no net relief, is it realistic 
to look for anything better in an off-year like 
1979?

This analysis leads the New York bankers to 
some obvious recommendations. The federal 
government should take measures to en- 
courage the growth of capital stock in the non 
manufacturing industries which are lagging. It 
shc^d go easy on imposing new regulations on 
th^ industries. And it should increase its 
$upi)ort for basic research. "^ <^^

In most jobs, social security taxes are automatically 
deducted from an employee's paycheck. But tWi im't 
always the case with household workers. vi 

Household workers are people employed in or around^ 
someone else's home - for example, babysitters, maids, 
, cooks, laundry workers, butlers, gar^ners, chauffeurs, 
and people who do housecleaning or repair work. 

Earnings of a household worker who is paid ISO <*" 
more by any one employer in a 3-month calendar 
quarter are covered by the social security law. 

If you are a household wor|ier, you should show your 
employer your social security card and tell her or him to 
deduct social security taxes from jwur wages. If you 
don't, you won't get social security credit for your 
work . And you need credit for a certain amount of work 
in order to get social security benefits. 

If you work long enough und^ social security, both 
you and your dependents can get monthly cash boiefits 
when you retire or if you become disabled. You will 
have Medicare protection at 63, or eariier if you become 
disabled and get disability checks for 2 years. And yotu 
family can get monthly survivors payments if yoa 
should die. 

If you employ a household worker, it's your job to 
set that the social security taxes are |»id and the 
worker's wages are properiy reported. 

For -each calendar quarter that you pay yonr 
onployee cash wages of $50 or more, you must deduct 
social security taxes from all of the employee's wage*. 
In 1979, the tax is 6.13 percent of the cash wages. You 
pay an equal amount as the employer. 

Within one month after the end of a calendar quarter, < 
you must send the taxes to the Internal Revenue Service 
with a report of total wages paid. The report should be : 
made on IRS Form 942 (Employer's Quarterly Tax ' 
Return for Household Employees), which is available at 
any IRS office. 

At the fcnd of the year, yoii must complete IRS Form .' 
W-2 ( Wage and T^ Statem e nt ). ^vet»pies B and€ of i 
the W-2 to your household en^ployee no later thaa f 
January 31. Send copy A, along with Form W-3 i 
(Transmittal of Income Tax Statements) to the Social 
Security Administration by February 28. You cm get i 
the SSA address for your area from IRS Circular E i 
(Employer's Tax Guide) or by calling any social security 
office. {

Housing is a sound investment 
even in inflationary periods

fhe current mortgage rate for new home loans, as of 
this writing, is 914 percent for VA loans and 10 to IQV* 
percent for conventional loans. 
Hiat's high. Everyone agrees on that. 
But even in inflationary times there is more than one 
way of looking at the high cost of money if you're 
interested in buying a home. 

Double digit interest has become a fact of life. When 
yoB charge on your credit card you're obligating 
yourself to an 18 percent annual interest rate. On a new 
car- loan financed by the dealer, you'll pay between 14 
and 16 percent annually. And when you consider the 
overall inflation rate is 8 percent annually and housing 
costs themselves are accelerating at a rate of 12 percent a 
year due to increased labor, materials, and land costs, 
you can sense that the cost of money is not really going 
up much faster than the cost of everything else. 

Mortgage loans actually become less expensive 
because of inflation. With the 8 percent inflation rate 
and a 10 percent mortgage loan, the borrower is actually 
paymg less than two percent interest in terms of real 
doOarS. And because inflation is certain to continue, all 
borrowers will be paying off mortgage loans with 
cheaper dollars. 

i^iotho- way of looking at the cost of buying a new 
home concerns tax advanta^. New home buyers can 
deduct from their federal taxes the interest paid 
annually to the mortgage lender as well as real estate 
taxes paid to the city. The after-tax interest rate of 
today's 10 percait mortgage on a $50,000 home is 
actually only 5 percent. The tax deduction on a 30 year, 
$45,600 mortgage at 10 per(xnt interest during a 12 
morith period is a hefty $4471. These federal, state and 
local deductions are particularly important for two- 
income families who have been pushed into higher tax 
brackets by inflation. 

Another tax advantage comes when you sell your 
house. If you sell your old home and reinvest that 
mon^ in a re-sale home within 18 months or a new 
home within 24 months, you can defer the capital gains 
ttni^n the profit from your old home, perhaps 
indefi«itdy^jKia sontinatto buy up.Or {f you move 
more thai once in any 18 month period dueMtd^^jd^'^^ 



related purposes, which may often be the owe if you are 
among the area's high military population, ^ can also 
defer any capital gains on the sale of your bune. Also, 
persons over 55 years old are eligible for a (me-time 
waiver of their capital gains tax on a sales ^ofit op to 
$100,000. ' / 

As an investment housing has proved superior to 
many other investments. Stocks fluctuate up and down. 
Automobiles only depreciate in worth. Savings grow but 
not at the rate of present Inflation which means while 
the dollar amount increases, the actual real buying 
power diminishes. Waiting another year while you save 
won't help you if the present inflation rate continues. 

A home, on the other hand, appreciates in value.at an 
average rate of $16.44 a day. You have the use of a 
home while you live in it, and what seems like a lot of 
money for monthly payments now will actually look 
quite small in a few years as your income increases and 
the share of it paid for housing declines. 

A note for persons eligible for VA loans ~ the VA has 
increased its guarantee ceiling to $25,000 which means 
an eligible buyer can buy up to a $100,000 house with no 
money down. This includes veterans who have never 
used their eligibility or not used the current full amount. 
For instance, if you are a veteran and bought a house 
VA prior to December 1 , 1974, you only used what was 
then the limit of $12,500. Today you can purchase up to 
, a $50,000 house with no money down using the 
"* remaining half of your now current eligibility. 

All of this is not to say that inflation is not a serious 
national problem. It is. Tidewater Builders Association 
as well as the homebuilders' associations aqross the 
country are urging government leaders to bring inflation 
under control.

expected zero base budgeting, in his second year, will 
improve the budget preparation process. This method 
requires starting at the beginning each year rather than 
with the previous year's figures. 

Vice Mayor J. Henry McCoy Jr. said that he thought 
Hanbury presented a good budget last year. 

\yith inflation the nation's biggest problem, Merrick 
said that Virginia Beach should cut expense and hold 
them down. Only by reducing the budget will the city be 
able to reduce taxes through lowering the tax rate as 
assessments are increased.

or craft books. Religious books seem to be more 
populsr at the Windsor Woods branch . 

"And of course everyone wants the best sellers," she 
adds. 

A yearly book budget of about $200,000 allows the 
library systen to purchase about 32,000 book$. "That's 
about 8,500 titles," the director explains. "When we 
buy a best seller we have to get at l«ist five copies." 

About $30,000 is spent annually on magazine 
subscriptions. Mrs. Sims says the average subscription 
cost is $26, a 12.2 percent price increase over last year. 

"Today's library is becoming more of a community 
information center," she concludes. "People of all ages 
need more and i ore information to run their lives." 

"Iliere's a la'^k of knowledge on how to use the 
library, biit the staff is happy to help. Middle-aged 
people are often reluctant to ask for help because they 
think they should already know how to find something. 

"They shouldn't feel badly though. In March or 
April we'll have our first computer output microfilm at 
all branches. They will do away with the card catalogue. 
The books at all city branches will be recorded on 
microfilm. With a whole new system, everyone will have 
to ask for help. 

"That's one thing that has always struck me about 
librarians," she smiles. "They don't know everything, 
but they can sure show you how to find it!"

Cmnmunication is an important ingredient of our 
society and world. Communications systems have 
become very sophisticated to the point of turning our 
planet into a global village. It may be, however, thai 
very little communication is taking place among some 
families. Failure to communicate automatically means a 
breakdown in relationships. 

Communication involves a willingness to be honest. 
There is no room in family life for hidden agendas.

The 
right use of conflict can help us to communicate real 
needs and concerns to our marriage partner. 

5. Communication inyolves four important 
ingredients.

In addition, the 
Diret Marketing Insurance Council (DMIC), a group of 
insurance companies that sell by mail, was established 
to support the highest standards of advertising and 
promotion practices. * 

Ipompanies offer most types of insurance by mail — 
life, health, auto, and homeowner — to those who 
qualify. Some policies are designed to supplement 
insurance you already have, such as group health 
insurance or Medicare, that may not pay hospital 
expenses in full. Other policies sold by mail are meant to 
stand alone. 

Many people are able to purchase insurance only be 
mail. Older people, according to one nationwide study, 
are less likely than younger people to be contacted by 
insurance salesmen.

Background on 
business 



For the good of all Americans the problem of high 
unemployment among black teenagers should be 
resolved: recent figures show an unemployment rate of 
37 percent among black youth. 

Fortunately, an increasing number of concerned 
businessmen are beginning to search for - and find - 
ways that the private sector can help alleviate the 
problem'. TJiey are urging industry to make a major 
effort to train and hire black youth. 

On? successful, combined work-study project is the 
Joint Urban Manpower Program (JUMP). Sponsored 
by a coalition of engineering and architectural 
professional societies such as4heAmericaD Society of 
Civil Engineers, the program offCTsleShnical training in 
the design professions. Although small in scope, the 10- 
year old program has been so effective that it could be a 
foreruntier for similar programs in otKer industries. 

JUMP provides skills training in drafting and actual 
on-the-job, paid work experience in addition to 
remedial education. 

After an intensive orientation, the trainees learn skills 
and academic subjects in the classroom during half of 
their day. The second half of the day is spent on the job. 
Initially, the students just apply what they have learned 
in class to the work situation, but supervisors are 
trained to guide the trainees into productive work as' 
soon as they can handle it. ». 

Intensixe personal and career counseling is a vital 
constituent of the program. Skilled counselors provide 
the trainees assistance with personal and work problems 
in individual and group sessions. They also work closely 
with employers and job supervisors to iron out any 
problems that arise.

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GatUn's Injury deals crucial blow to Lady Patriots

First Colonial's Lady Patriots basketball team is 
currently sitting at the top of the heap in the Beach 
District, and to no one's surprise, the primary force 
behind the Patriots' success is Jimi Gatlin. 

Last Tuesday night. Coach Janet Rowlands' Patriots 
hosted Norview, and after some early difficulty, 
stormed past the Pilots to build a 40-18 cushion at the 
end of the third period, thanks largely to Gatlin's 
control of the backboards, her crisp passing, and her 18 
points. 

At the outset of the fingl quarter, the tall center 
crumpled to the floor, clutching her knee. After several 
tense moments, she rose and hobbled to the bench, 
where she watched her teammates resist a Norview surge 
which closed the final gap to ten points (50-40). 

Gatlin's absence obviously hurt. The Patriots are a 
cohesive unit when she is in the game, which is almost 
always. The combination of outside quickness in guard 
Brigette Comer and Lolo Lewis' strong wing play, built 
around Gatlin's numerous abilities in the pivot, give 
First Colonial the ideal blend of a powerhouse team. 
Without Gatlin, the mixture falls apart. 

Her talents are no surprise to anyone who follows 
Beach District basketball. The solid senior has 
showcased her skills for the Patriots for three years, and 
sported a 24.6 scoring, 15.4 rebound average entering 
the Norview contest. Add to these figures a 61 percent 
riel(f goal average and almost five blocked shots a game, 
and it is easy to see her value to First ColoniiJ, 

But what is this young woman, obviously the 
dominant force in area girl's basketball, like? 

With her 6'2" frame stretched out in her coach's 



office chair, her uniform still on, and an ice pack thc^ 

size of a bowling ball strapped to her injured knee,. 
,»Gatlin, who has lived, in Virginia Beach all herUfe^ 

talked about her roots. 
, "Everybody in my family plays basketball. My 

mother. My father. My mother played for Princess 



Anne, and my father played for Union Kempsville. 

"I started playing on the playgrounds when I was in 
seventh grade. Always played with the boys. There 
weren't any girls around. ' ' 

Watching Gatlin in action, it is immediately clear that 
this is no clumsy goliath who merely uses a size 
advantage to dominate smaller players. She moves with 
a purpose, is constantly in solid rebounding position, 
fires sharp outlet passes to launch her team's fast break, 
anchors the Patriot zone defense, and is not too slow or 
afraid to dive for a loose ball . 

And she can shoot. 

"I never used to like to shoot. Never felt like I could 
shoot. But I went to the playgrounds and worked. My 
father and Greg worked with me. " 

Gregory Gatlin is Jimi's sixteen-year old brother, and 
he knows something about shooting. He will be 
traveling to Maryland to represent Virginia Beach in the 
national "Hot Shot" competition, basketball's answer 
to "Punt, Pass, A Kick." 

Can Gatlin beat her brother on the court? 

"He wins. ..sometimes," she grins. "He's a good 
outside shooter." 

To gain some seasoning and to have the experience of 
going head-to-head with some of the best women high 
school players in the East, Gatlin traveled to the Pocono 
Mountains last summer to attend the Cathy Rush 
Basketball Camp. 

Rush is the head coach of Immaculata College's 
women's basketball team, a perennial national power. 

Of her week at the moimtain camp, Gatlin noted, 
"Everybody's an all-star th«M. It gives a wide variety of 
good players. At fi^t, I y/astt't so good, but it was 
alrig ht after that. 1 did alright."

Future plans for two controversial Virginia Beach 
roads met with quite different fates Thursday evening at 
an emotioniil public hearing held before the Virginia 
Beach Planning Commission. 

Before a standing-i:oom-only crowd the commission 
voted to keq) Old Donation Parkway on the city's 
Master Sutet and Highway Plan, much to the dismay of 
angry residents and civic groups . 
- A proposal extension of Souths Boulevard, on the 
other hand, was unanimously voted to be stricken from 
the master plan. 

Russ Dickens, representing Ujaited Citizens Against 
the Parkway, headed the presentations opposing the 
construction of Old Donation Parkway. He told the 
planning commission when the road first entered the 
planning stages in 1962 it was designed as a major east- 
wat artery to the beach and was to be built through 
undevelcqied buid. 

Since then, neighborhoods have become established 
along the route and the proposed road plan has been 
shortened to stretch only froilK First Colonial Road to 
Independence Blvd. 

Individuals representing many area civic leagues 
spoke, listing disruption of establish«l neighborhoods, 
lower property values, pollution of the Lynnhaven and 



tax burden to the citizens as reasons to abolish the plan 
altogether. 

Following the speakers, William Cleeves of the 
planning commission made a notion to delete the 
parkway from the Master StrMt and Highway Plan, but 
to retain the right-of-way that the city has already 
acquired. 

The motion was seconded but failed to pass, drawing 
loud boos from the audience, 

C-, A motion to keep the street on the plan then passed, 

sparking angry questions from the crowd such as» 

J' ' Don't you represent the people? " " 

Several commission members explained that there 
were no plans at all to actually build the road in the near 
future. 

"We hftve to keep the option open, however," said 
Jane Purrington of the commission. "We have to look 
ahead to future traffic needs." 

At some points it became difficult to hear the 
commission due to comments and questions being fired 
from those attending the hearing. 

Mrs. Purrington then made a recommendation to 
remove funds programmed in the city's Capital 
Improvements Program for engineering and design 
work on the parkway. 

"We don't want to see money spent on it until a final 
decision on whether or not to build it is made," she

Access still poses problem

The iMiblic, in 
Virginia Beach ud dsewhcre, hu bn^ooe accustcmied 
to relying heavily <m tlMM chi»m for the routiiM 
maintenance of ttek can aad for toyortant cma-^ncy 
servi<%. along the roadways and etaewhere. Most of our 
gasoline statkm oponum also pvform many more 
sophisticated auto repair services. 

During the last five yevs, there has been a nurked 
decline in the number of stations bdng teased to local 
smalt businessmen, and a sharp increase in those 
facilities operated by the oil companies, both large and 
small. 

The issue is not purdy one of whether or not there 
should be more self-service facilities relative to the 
number of full service facilities. Many self service 
facilities are operated by load Virginia Beach people 
whose stations are leased from oil companies. However, 
there is a distinct tendency fat more of the privately 
owned stations to be full service, and many of them 
provide self-service aisles at lower cost. 

During the general assembly hearing, the oil 
companies argued that they could market their product 
more cheaply if they accomplish retail sales directly. 
However, there appeared to be ample evidence that 
whether or not the retail sales are made by the 
traditional dealer or the company itself had very littie to 
do with the price to the consumo'. 

Gas prices are ocNitroyed by many factors, including 
many federal government regulations. Beyond this 
obvious problem, there seemed to be little logic as to 
actual prices charged by the oil companies for their 
product in various locations. 

The ho use o f delegates general l aws c ogmi itt ee h as 
recommended favorably tiie legislation that would 
require that retail gasoline sales be accomplished 
through local dealers, for aU new stations that go into 
operation after March 1, 1979. 

It is hoped that this will- bring more elements of 
competition into the marketplace and provide 
additional stations offering full service to the motoring 
public.

Considering the price of groceries, it is hard to 
begrudge the 9.S percent pay increase for the five- 
million Americans who earn the federally-mandated 
minimum wage. Under a 1977 act of Congress, the 
minimum is |oing from $2.6S to $2.90 an hour. 

But the good news in the pay envek^MS fw those at 
the low end of the wage spectrum is something else for 
that fever-racked body known u the American 
economy. 

For one thing, the ^tt of te ktamm is n 
embarrassment to Prcrident CMv'i ■■tt4nA^on 
program, with its seven peroent f/MnMm fsr wi^ 
increases. Not only wiU thu incrii nii lA tfM ■p««rd 
pressure on other wi^es, IM to iddMM M tlw Wwr 
cost in producing goods and terhea «M aakt it harder 
to keep prices within the S.7S pwooM guiifaHnc. 

Most discouragii^ of ail is thM i ncr w ac in tiie 
minimum put a dampo^ on the CTeati<Mi of new jobs for 
unskilled workers and can evoi force onployen to drop 
those of marginal value from their payrc^. Hiat is the 
group for which job limited, and Congress continues to 
reject the plausible idea of permitting teen-i^ers to be 
hired for less than the minimum for the sake of work 
experience. 

According to one economist. Congress could have 
shaved l.S percent off the inflation rate and provided 
900,000 additional jobs for young and minority workers 
by deferring the 1979 i]u:rease in the minimum wage. 
Coagftu dnrlined. however, and the economy must 
now abswb this latest twist of incongruous government 
PpUcy.

Tidewater Community Collegc-Chcsapeakc Campus 
continually evaluates community needs lo dcierminc 
areas where new jobs skills arc needed. In response lo 
area needs, TCC-Chcsapcake Campus offers a 
Certificate fOr the Devdopmenial Disabilities Specialist. 

The program is designed to provide a nucleus of 
trained and employable personnel foi^ developmenially 
disabled treatment programs. Historically, individuals 
with mental and related physical disabilities have been 
institutionalized, frequently for life, with little dire<;t 
attention to training them for entry or re-entry into 
sodety. 

A substantial increase in the demand for persons 
trained to work with the developmenially disabled has 
resulted from increased emphasis on providing services 
for individuals in community programs, rather than in 
institations, and from recent federal and state mandates 
requiring that public education services be provided 
persons from two to twenty-one years old in the least 
restrictive environment. 

In addition, the recognition that early intervention (at 
birth when possible) significantly reduces the impact of 
potential handicapping conditions creates further 
demand for trained personnel. 

The curriculum is designed to provide training to " 
individuals who are presently working in the field of , 
developmental disability or to those persons desiring to 
enter the field. Parents or other members of a family 
with a developmentally disabled child could also benvnt 
from the program. 

The certificate program has as occupational 
objectives the Developmental Technician, 
Developmental Aide. Residential Program Specialist, 
Teacher's Aide-Special Education Classroom, and the 
Vocational Worksl^op Technician. The program 
requires three quarters of training and course work. It 
inchide&nine4)oiu-s of coordinated internship where the 
student works in a local agency with the 
developmentally disabled individuals. 

The proposed Associate in Applied Science degree 
program in Teacher Training for the Developmentally 
Disabled requires six quarters of course work and 
internship. Job objectives for the degree program 
include Child Development/Infant Stimulation 
Technicians, Classroom Aides for Special Education 
Classes, Deyelppmental Technicians, Vocational 
Workshop Technicians, Adult Activity Center 
Technician, and Residential Program Specialist. 

Until September 1978, TCC-Chesapeake Cfunpusjif^j .^,j|j 
utilizing local trained staff personnel as faculty 
members for the college program. Fall 1978 brought Dr. 
Jerald L. Mayhew to Chesapeake as the full-lime college 
faculty member to coordinate and direct the 
Developmentally Disabled program area. Dr. Mayl}ew 
earned his Bachelor of Arts and Doctor of Philosophy 
degrees in Psychology from Arizona State University.

Before any benefits can be paid on a person's social 
security record, the worker must have enough credit for 
work covered by social security to be insured. 

The amount of credit needed varies with the person's 
age and tlw kind of boiefits involved. Basically, a 
perstm needs credit for (me y«ir of work for every four 
years since 19S0 or,.if>teter. after the year he or she 
reached a^2l. 

Using this rute. a person reaching 62 in 1979 would 
noed credit for seven years of work covered by social 
security to be eligible for retirement benefits. A person 
having this much credit is said to be fully insured. 

Eventually, 10 years of work under social security will 
be required for retirement benefits. This will be the case 
for peopte who ^each 62 after 1990. No one will ever 
need credit for more than 10 years. 

The situation is slightly different for survivors' 
benefits. For survivors' benefits to be paid on the record 
of a person bom befme 1930, the worker must have had 
cr«lit for seven years of work under social security, 
aswmii^ he or she dies in |979. 

Mis cxcdit is required in the case of a worker who dies 
•1^ yora^er a^. Tlw rofukemoit ranges down to as 
IHde is I Vi ymn of work credit for workers who die at 
^ttoryow^er. 

Under a special rule, benefits can be paid to the 
chMrai of a worker and their surviving parent if the 
woiiter had credit for one and a half ynrs of work in 
tht ihrM ^irs before death, r^ardlos of his or her age.

City Manager George Hanbury recently expressed the 
belief that Virginia Beach's revenue growth as a result 
of an expanding economy and tax base will provide a 
seven to eight percent rise in city income in 1979-80 thus 
obviating the need to raise taxes. 

Good news for everyone. Now look closely at the 
words he used. 

An expanding economy and an expanding tax base. 
That means growth. 

The word growth calls up different images in peoples' 
minds. There was a time when growth conjured up the 
happy image of automobiles rolling off the production 
lines, buildings shooting up, and factory smoke stacks 
puffing busily away. But with environmental 
considerations, consumer awareness, and shrinkage of 
land and resource.*, we've reached the point where we 
must examine and define the direction in which we're 
going. 

But as we establish our needs and priorities we should 
keep in mind that economic vitality, represented by an 
expanding economy, has been the cornerstone of this 
country's progress. And the production of residential 
housing has been an important contributor to that 
economic vitality. 

Tafkc the building of 200 new homes. What does that 
mean to the economy of Virginia Beach? It means new 
jobs, new money and of course new homes to meet a 
continuing demand for housing in this area. For each 
dollar spent on home contruction, an additional dollar 
is invested in the economy. 

To construct 200 homes, a builder will spend $5 
million for labor and materials. Over $3 million will go 
to purchase materials and $1.9 million to pay for labor. 
We can compute thai 370 people will be employed for a 
full year in construction or a related industry. Those 370 
workers will put their $1 .9 milHon in earnings right back 
into Virginia Beach, buying cars, homes, groceries and 
the other goods and services people need.

The new residents buying those 200 new homes will 
immediately begin pumping money into the economy. 
As part of the expanding" tax base, those 200 new 
homeowners will by paying an average of SlOO.OOO in 
real estate taxes a year to their citiw. 

In addition to the new tax dollars, the new resident - 
through the purchase price of his home -- pays for 100 
percent of the cost of streets, lights, curbs, sidewalk** 
and in many cases land dedicated for school sites and 
parks. He even carries his fair share of offrsite 
improvements such as the extension of new water lines 
to older neighborhoods. 

Housing's economic impact continues to expand. 
Two hundred pew home owners can be expected to 
circulate $650,000 a year through their banking- 
institutions for mortgage interest. Insurance companies 
will collect about $38,000 a year for property iiisurance 
on the new homes. A half million dollars more will be 
paid by builders and buyers to cover closing costs, other 
taxes and professional services. 

The new home owners continue to feed the economy 
after their new homes are purchi^scd. Two hundred new 
families can be expected to spend nearly three qoartCTS^ 
of a million dollars for new appliances, furniture, 
draperies, garden materials and equipment, and other 
items to furnish their new homes. 

If we examined housing's economic impact even more 
closely, we'd see an additional four and a half million 
dollars spent on a large assortment of goods and 
services, ranging from the jobs created in lumbermills 
and brick factories, to the costs of transporting 
products from factories to building sites. 

When we add it all up, the addition of 200 homes to 
the Tidewater area will generate about 13.6 million 
dollars! When you use that ratio to compttte the total 
impact of Virginia Beach's 4144 new homes, apartments 
and condominiums started in 1978, you can visualize the 
enormous economic impact new housing has.

Two portions of the bill deleted from the 
endorsement pertain to the overview of the 
Commissioner of Marine Resources. One section gives 
the commissioner authority to review decisions of local 
authorities. The other gives the local governing body of 
adjacent county, city or town the power to request the 
commissioner to review a decision of another locality 
based on the adverse effect of the dedsions regionally. 

Council, which had previously endorsed a Coastal 
Resources Management Act, considered it again 
Monday at the request of area legislators, presumeably 
as a guide as to whether they should promote the 
legislation. 

Standing said that his concern was that the bill will 
not be adopted. The city of Virginia Beach has 
considered adopting an ordinanM to r^ulate coastal 
development but has been unsure of its authority to do 
so without enabling legislation. Standing said, "We've 
got a problem with the development of the coastline." 

Councilman Reid Ervin, who .supported the 
legislation, said that he thought the bill will never get 
out of committee. "The bill is essentially dead." 

Jack Whitney, who has been working on coastal 
legislation for the Planning Department, said that the 
bill had been in the full Senate, but had been sent back 
to committee. 

The bill has been approved by the federal government 
he said, as meeting federal environmental standards and 
provides for a committee to allocate federal funds so 
that 70 percent of the money is given directly tp 
localities. 

Councilwoman Meyera Oberndorf , who has attended 
sessions of the Coastal Resources Management 
Commission which worked on the act, said that the bill. 
Senate Bill 403, is a "constitional bill which will do 
much to protect the fragile areas" of Virginia Beach. 

Councilman J. Curtis Payne was reluctant to give 
approval saying that he did not know the ramifications 
of some of the amendments. 

Councilman Reid Ervin said that he hoped "we 
endorse the bill unanimously. Any endorsement, if it is 
not unanimous, will be less than effective." 

"This is the very best that has come out." Mis. 
Obendorfsaid. 

Councilman J. Henry McCoy said, "If you're 
looking for a unanimmisirote, you're not geing toget it 
tonight. "-McCoy^d that he did not h8vrttmeio««J 
the bill thoroughly. 

A deciding factor in the favorable vote, apparently 
was the success of the Wetlands Bpard. Local 
Shorelands Ordinances are provided for in'the bill with 
local Shorelands Boards modeled along the lines of the 
Weland Boards. 

Councilman John A. Baum noted that, "We went 
through the same struggle on the Wetlands Board." The 
bill, he said, has been written to "create doubts." 
Directing his comments to council members unwilling to 
vote M^ndUlj^.BkkiiMi uiM that tiie etudtluu ak witt 1^ 

Of 149 cases decided by the Virginia Bwich Wetlands 
Board, only two were appealed, and one of these two 
was appealed because of a technicality. Mrs. Oberndorf 
said that the Weiands Boards has been a responsible 
board which has worked well. 

Speaking of the need for some control of shoreland 
development, Baum said that "people will thumb their 
noses at Mother Nature and then expect us to pay the 
bill." ' 

Whitney said that the Southeastern Virginia Planning 
District has approved the bill, also with exceptions 
regarding the power of the Marine Resources 
Commission. He also said that the amendments were' 
designed to add flexibility to add a greater amount of 
local control. Many localities, he said, are not as 
fortunate as Virginia Beach in having local ordinances 
on Soil and Sedimentation Control and othw resources 
legislation. The act will provide the common 
denominator for these communities to meet their needs, 
he said. 

Standing was convinced that the bill as amended gives 
the Marine Resources Commission more authority. 

Up until Standing cast the final vote, however, the 
outcome of the vote was questionable. As it was. 
Standing cast the skth favorable and deciding vote. 
Others endorsing the bill were Councilwomen 
Oberndorf and Barbara Henley and Councilmen. 
Donald Merrick, John A. Baum and Reid Ervin. 
Abstaining, to addition to McCoy and Ferrell, were 
Councilmen Clarence A. Holland, Payne and R.L. 
Riggs. 
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Among key provisions in the 27 page bill are: 

ShcMrelands include all dunes, wetlands and fasttands 
(portions of the shorelands other than primary dunes 
and wetlands). ' — 

Building on secondary dunes will not be aff»;ted. 

A Coastal Resource Management Fund bistribution 
Advisory Committee shall be established to advise the 
Secretary of Commerce and Resources as to local 
financial needs and localities which participate in the 
program shall retxtve 70 percent of any funds made 
available from federal or state^overnments. 

The committee shall consist of 17 members, one 
representative from the Virginia Marine Resources 
Commission and one representative from the State 
Water Control Board, three members of the 
Southeastern Virginia Planning District Commission 
(PDQ. two members each from the North Neck PDC, 
the Middle Peninsula PDC, the Peninsula PDC 
Commission and the Accomack/Northampton PDC, 
and one member each from the Northern Virginia PE>C, 
the Richmond Regional PDC and TADCO PDC and 
the Crater PDC. 

Shorelands is desighated as the area 1,000 feet inland 
from the mean high water mark . 

Localities have an option to adopt a shorelands 
boundary extending not less than 300 feet inland in lieu 
of the boundary defined in the bill. 

Localities may adopt their own ordinances. Formerly 
adopted wetlands ordinances will be void after adoption 
of a shorelands ordinance. 

A purpose of the bill is to insure that uses within the 
dunes are consistent with the preservation of primary 
dunes because of their natural functions in abating 
effects of coastal flooding, to abate shoreline erosion 
and to protect coastal wildlife and scenic, aesthetic and 
recreational values.

Edwin Lindsley, who had spoken out for the road 
eariier, told the commission he would like to see the 
extension, but if it was not to be built soon he would 
rather have it removed from the Master Street and 
Highway Plan. 

He said waiting and not knowing definite 
construction plans was "sort of like^ being in 
purgatory." He explained thatiiUhe. road was taken off 
the master plan he could go ahead and develop his 
property off Rosemont Rd., knowing that a road would 
definitely not be built. 

Reverend Scott of Union Baptist Church, located on 
South Blvd.. spoke out against the road, saying. "Don't 
uproot the oldest black church in the city." Hfs light- 
heared presentation drew quite a few chuckles from 
both the planning commission and the audieiice, a relief 
after the intense tension that had filled the room earlier.

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Shipwreck unites Virginia Beacii and Moss, l^orway

"I am the Norwegian Udy," the bronze plaque at 
her feet declares. 

"I stand here as my sister before me to wish all men 
of the sea a safe return home," the ptaque continues. ^ 

Dwarfed by the plush hotels ibini Vir||flii Beach's 
oceanfront, the nine-foot statue gazes wistfully across 
the Atlantic to her twin in Moss, Norway. 

She was a gift from the city of Moss to Virginia Beach 
in 1962, a symbol of international friendiHip and a bond 
between two distant cities alreaiy linked by an ancient 
tragedy. 

With shoulders back and chin pointing into the wind, 
she seems more determined in her mission than her 
wooden sister who came to Virginia Beach 87 years ago 
' by way of shipwreck. 

Her stately pose and watchful gaze are inspirational 
to all who stop to read the simply worded message 
embedded in her concrete pe(^9taL 

However, few who pass lier «n guess the history, 
tragedy and romance planted behind her smooth 
forehead and locked within her cocrf bronite heart.

Her story begins in the spring of 1891, when a chain 
of storms ripped across the east jcoast from New York to 
Florida, leaving behind a eulogy of s)iips and sailors lost 
to the angry sea. 

As those remiinittg onboard the Norw^an bark 
Dictator saw no relief coming fn»« shoK and sought 
the places they thoughtMfest on the quickly 
disintegrating ship, Capftiq^ Jorgen Jorgensen 
comforted his terrified wife and four-year-old son, and 
plotted to save them. : 

On the Virginia Beach shore, 350 yards from the 
helpless vessel, an angry, dazod crpwd of tourists from a 
nearby hotel, and local fishermen argued futilely with 
United States Lifesaving Service Station Keeper Edward 
Drinkwater. 

Concerned about-the~»fi^ df^tls^own mens 
Drinkwater refused to send either UfebMts or The "life 
car," an enclosed, iron-clad vessd transported from 
shore to ship by cables, into the raging surf. 

(A Washington Investigation concerning this decision 
later forced Drinkwater to resign.) • 

Instead, the veteran keeper ordered his crew to fire a 
pair of canvas breeches attached to a life ring through 
the blinding rain to the ailing ship. 

But the line-throwing gun was no match for 50 mph 

winds, and when a line was finally secured to tte ship it 

.became fouled, renderii^ the >n«!che» boyy almost

by the breeches bouy. 

the voyage of the Dictator to West Hartlepool, 
England seemed ill-fated from the time she left 
Pensarola, Florida on March 3 with a fiiU cargo of 
yellow pine. 

By March 19 she had encountered three severe 



storms, lost two of her lifeboats and was leaking badly. 

Jorgcnsen, convinced now that "the sea is no place to 
raise a family," was anxious to deliver his cargo and 
tiirn his ship toward homeport in Moss, Norway, where 
his wife and son would stay behind. 

But the Dictator's crew feared the battered wooden 




ship could not complete the journey to Hartlepool and 
refused to work unless Jorgensen changed course to 
seek repairs. 

The 33-year-old captain turned his vessel around and 
headed for Hampton Roads, Virginia. 

Unable to chart his position through a heavy blanket 
of clouds, Jorgensen ran his ship aground 22 miles 
south of Cape Charies on the morning of March 27. 

"The vessel was heading up north when she struck," 
Jorgensen later told reporters. "I at once cut away my 
main mast to hold her head to the beach, but a strong 
southwest current slowed the vessel after she struck, and 
with the force of the wind slewed her head to the 
south." 

"I made a signal of distress and in about half an hour 
the lifesaving crew appeared on the shore," the captain 
added. "I fully expected to see a boat sent to our relief, 
but instead saw several flashes trying to fire a line. " 

When the breeches bouy failed, Jorgensen ordered 
four men to take the Dictator's remaining lifeboat to 
shore. The men were to signal from the beach if they felt 
it safe to return the small boat for Jorgensen's family. 

Keeper Drinkwater felt the surf was still too rough to 
send the boat back. The four sailors, dazed and 
exhausted from their rescue, failed to signal Jorgensen 
of Drinkwater's fatal decision. 

"Abflut dark the vessel began to break up," 



Jorgensen said. "Her stern wa^ tore off |nd her 
mizzenmast fell by the board. It was useless to try and 
stay by her." 

In a last effort to save his family Jorgensen put a life 
perserver on his wife, lashed his son to his chest and 
began to tie a line between them, assuring his wife they 
could float to shore ort a bit of the ship's wreckage. 

"Just at this time a tremendous sea swept me from 
the line, and the last 1 saw of my wife she was standing 
on the deck wringing her hands." 

Thinking that his wife would follow, Jorgensen set 
out for shore. 

"I had not gotten far when my little boy began to 
scream, and for fear that he might strangle I held my 
mouth tightly to his. In this way I almost reached the 
shore when a cruel wave tore the Httle one frotti my 
embrace and he was lost to me forever." 

Jorgensen was washed semi-conscious to shore. He 
was the last to leave the Dictator alive. 

The next morning the Dictator's hand-carved 
figurehead, an angelic Norwegian woman, was 
discovered among the Dictator's wreckage on a qufef 
Virginia Beach shore. 

She was mounted on the beach at 16th Street, facing 
the Atlantic, as a tribute to the gallant sailors of the 
Dictator and a reminder of that stormy Good Friday, 
March 27, 189r.

Before she met her fate at the hands of Hurricane 
Barbara in 1953, the Dictator's Norwegian Lady 
watched the ocean from a, concrete tower on the 
Virginia Beach shore, surrounded by legends of 
romance anc^tragedy. 

One story related that broken hearted Captain 

Jorgensen nf^r returned tojhe sea, but journe yed t o 

Virginia Bekch from his new home in Boston, 

Massachusetts for 3p years on the anniversary of the 

- famous shipwreck. 

There he placed flowers at the feet of the figurehead, 
then cast them into the sea. 

But in 1953, her features marred by 62 years of 
weatheE^and-theiinal wrath-o^«ulTieane^^fbara, the 
Norwegian Lady was ordered' rertioved from the shore 
by Virginia Beach city officials. 

Despite a flurry of protesti from Virginia Beach 
residents, she was wrapped in buriap and placed in the 
city garage "for safekeeping." Officials there say she 
was either lost or discarded by an employee who didn't 
know her historical value. 

In I960, long after the gallant wooden lady ended her 
lonely occupation of the beach, retired Air Force 
Colonel Thomas G. Baptist of A,i;lij»t9ftLnViKginia, 
betatt* tt^ft^jef li^ festpflng the ,fi gurfht^defuhrough' 
some Norwegian friends of mine." 

"I had taken my daughters to see the original 
figurehead many times," Baptist recalled in a recent 
interview. "Once she was gone I would ride down the 
beach and think, 'What a pity they had to take her 
down'." 
Baptist, who has a summer home in Virginia Beach, 
"We could have reproduced her anywhere," Baptist 



felt the city of Moss, the Dictator's homeport, should 
replace the figurehead.

arrival in Virginia Beach. "But I knew It would have 
more meaning if the people of Moiss replaced her . " 

Later that year Baptist related the tale of the Dictator 
and the Norwegian Lady to Captain O.P. Aakenes, then 
the naval attache to the Norwegian Embassy in 
Washington. 

Aakenes, immediately suggested Baptist write the 
story and promised to submit it to a Norwegian 
publication. Both men hoped for the support of Moss 
businessmen. 

But Baptist delayed writing the story until a Virginia 
Beach/Norfolk newspaper reported that Moss had 
already agreed to replace the figurehead. 

Baptist's story, "The Story of the Norwegian Lady," 
appeared in the September 1961 issue of The Niirwe^_, 
Jovraal of Nautical Affairs, and its broadcast on ^c(io ^ 
by Norwegian celebrity Erik Bye, moved' Moss' 
shipbuilders and businessmen to quickly raise over 
$7,000 for the two Norwegian Ladies which now link 
the cities in historical friendship. 

Ornulf Bast, one of Norway's leading sculptors, was 
commissioned to create the bronze statues, one of which 
arrived in Virginia Beach on September 22, 1962 lindor 
far more pleasant conditions than her wooden 
predecessor. 

Moss officially became sister city of Virginia Beach in 
1976 at the invitation of the Virginia Beach city council. 

That year Baptist's Norwegian Lady Plaza 
Foundation, responsiblie for The Norwegian Lady 
International Park which has surrounded the statue 
since 1974, began it's annual exchange of female high 
school students with Moss. 

_ The Norwegian Lady Exchange Program, according 
to Baptist, "is perpetuated to foster mutual 
understanding and good relations between the cities of 
two distant countries," and is symbolic of the 
international friendship that surfaced with the wreckage 
of the ill-fated DicUtor in 1891 .

Generally, you may deduct contributions you paid to 
any qualified organization established and operated 
'exclusively for charitable, religious, educational, 
sdcntiric, or literary purposes, or for the prevention of 
cracky to children or animals; to fraternal organizations 
if the contributions are used for charitable purposes; to 
veterans' organizations; or to governmental agencies 
that will use the gifts exclusively for public purposes. 

This means that you may deduct your contributions 
to most religious organizations, a community fund, Boy 
Scouts, the YMCA, the Red Cross, the cancer 
association, CARE, Veterans of Foreign Wars, etc. You 
may not deduct contributions to civic leagues or 
chambers of commerce. 

If you donate property other than money, the IRS 
expects you to base your deduction on the fair market 
value of the property; that is, the amount you could 
resonably charge if you were selling the property. 

Bear in mind that a contribution is only a 
contribution at the time of its delivery. Pledges are not 
contributions until you make payment. Also, if a 
contribution results in a personal benefit, all or part of 
it may not be deductible. For example, if you buy a $50 
ticket for a church benefit and receive a meal at the 
function worth SIS, you can only claim S3S as a 
charitable contribution.

The instructions are complex because they reflect a 
complex tax law„ the IRS says, but it is making a 
determined effort to eliminate as much of the confusion 
and technical jargon as possible. 

This year, for example, the IRS hired a readability 
ronsultant to rewrite the instructions and recommend 
simplifying them wherever possible. This meant using 
simpler words and reducing the number of long, 
confusing sentences. In addition, information that the 
taxpayer needs first is presented first. 

The result, which has been favorably tested on 
taxpayers across the country, is a less cluttered 
appearance and subject matter set ijp in a line-by-line . 
format. Ityms in the instructions are clearly numbered 
and correspond to line numbers on the tax forms. Also, 
there is less cross-Indexing of subject matter, sparing 
most taxpayers from having to flip back and forth 
between pages within the instructions. 

Instructions can also be invaluable, according to the 
IRS, because they can alert taxpayers to overlooked 
deductions, such as the transportation costs to and from 
a doctor's office or the rental of a safety deposit box if 
income-producing items, such as stocks or bonds, are 
stored in it, ^, ^

Itemized deductions are nonbusiness deductions. If 
you itemize your deductions, you must file Form 1040 
and fill in Schedule A (Fonn 1040). Schedule A provides 
space for listing deductible medical and dental expenses, 
charitable contributions, taxes, interest paid, casualty 
or theft losses, and miscellaneous items such as union 

<faKS. 

If you itemize, you mult keep a record of your 
deductible items, including cancelled checks and 
receipts. This will verify your expensw should the 
internal Revenue Service question examine your return. 
U will also help you determine whetho- your itemized 
deductions are greater than your zero bracket amount.

Chiefs scored in double figures. 

Kempsville, recovering from some eariy season 
problems, seems to be jelling after knocking off Cox 
and Princess Anne in the last two games. 

"We got everyone playing together now," stated 
Gary Freeman, who seems to be getting himself 

together, as he scored 17 points in Friday's win. 
"Everyone's been doing their job. Defense and 
offense." 

Freeman is representative of the Chiefs growing 
solidarity. Plagued by inconsistency earlier this season, 
Freeman has come on to key Kempsville's last two 
victories. 

"He's coming around," said Cochrane. "He's back 
with a great attitude and he wants the team to do well." 

"We've got the winning attitude now," echoed Chief 
scoring leader Mike Downs. 

It was Downs (22 points) who got things rolling for 
the Chiefs Friday night as he poured in his team's first 
seven points. 

Princess Anne, adjusting to the loss of Brian Allard, 
who left the team for personal reasons, came out with a 
four-guard lineup, trying 5' 10" Geno Carballo on the 
6'3" Downs. 

After Downs led the Chieifs to a 15-8 lead midway 
through the first quarter, Cavalier Coach Leo Anthony 
inserted Dave Moyer, who had done an effective job in 
the teams' first meeting, for Carballo. 

Although Downs did not score again in the period, his 
teammates,. most notably Freddie Gilchrist (22 points), 
took turns at upping the Chief margin to a halftime 
spread of 44-33. '■ . 

Kempsville could do no wrong. 

"Everybody played well, but Freddie played a 
heckuva ballgame,'' noted Cochrane in praising his star 
guard who had been struggling this season . ^^ 

"In the middle of the season, my gamew M falHn go f f 
because I wasn't patient enough," said Gilchrist. "I had 
to go into this game and be patient." 

Patience seems to be the key for the Chiefs, whose . 
earlier loss to Princess Anne began a skid of four, 
defeats in five games. 

Rather then panic, Cochrane's team regrouped and 
have now thrust themselves back into the thick of the 
District ra.ce. 

The difference between this battle with the Cavaliers 
and the last one? 

"We had only played two games before that and 
they'd played six," said Downs in reference to the first 
meeting with Princes Anne. "We had to play their 
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game the first time. Tonight, they had to play ours. " 

Anthony's Cavaliers, outmanned on the backbcMrds 
by the Chiefs, could not play Kempsville's game. 

Abandoning their unsuccasful tnan-to-man defense 
for a zone, the Cavaliers could only wateh as Cliff 
Gilchrist (16 points).

Tarheels attack 
Vepco management 



We have to admire Governor Jim Hunt of North 
Carolina and the Tarheel General Assembly. When 
something is wrong they don't stand around with their 
tongues in their mouths. 

Northeastern North Carolina has the same problem 
with Vepco electricity rates that has afflicted Virginia. 
But they mean to do something about it. We hope Gover- 
nor John Dalton, and the entire Virginia General Assem- 
bly are watching (and learning). 

The 8S-member Public Staff of the N.C. Utilities 
Commission gets right to the point. They say Vepco has 
been guilty of gross mismanagement costing customers in 
North Carolina millions of dollars. They want it stopped. 

The Public Staff recognizes its responsibility to 
represent consumers in utility manners. They want 
corrective action and they want it now. The problem is 
with Vepco's management. They make their point in 
plain talk : 

"The pattern of bad, neglectful, and unresponsive 
management in power production has cost Vepco's 
ratepayers many millions of dollars, and will continue to 
do so until substantial corrective action is taken. The con- 
tinued excess costs associated with these intolerable con- 
ditions and circumstances should no longer be passed on 
to Vepco's ratepayers. " 

The Vepco response is the same old stuff we have been 
hearing for years in Virginia. People who criticize Vepco, 
they say, are a bunch of noisy trouble makers lacking a 
mature understanding of economic realities. 

Vepco president Stanley Ragone said the North 
Carolina review was done by a staff without much 
operational or management experience. "I've been in this 
business for 30 years," he said, "and everything I've ever 
done has been to produce energy at the lowest practical 
cost." ^ ■ 

^^irginia officials have accepted, almost encouraged, 
these kind of statements from Vepco management. 
Discussing slow light bill payers three years ago, SCC 
dMunum Junie Bradkhaw said, "Cut their lights off cme 
time and »they will pay." After a 1974 Vepco rate hike, 
Governor Mills Godwin said that if the cost of el6ctricity 
was too high, Virginians could always use kerosene 
lamps. 



And just four months ago Ragone said that if Vepco 
didn't get the full rate increase they want, "We'U be right 
back in for the difference in January, February or March 
— whenever we can get the data in." Such overbearing 
arrogance! They say he learned it from Justin Moore. 

North Carolina, seeing Vepco rates much higher than 
Duke Power and other utility companies, is having none 
of this. If Vepco tries these tactics with North Carolina, 
there're going to start a street brawl. The Tarheds don't 
want more excuses, more words. They want "account- 
ability," a word that translates into, "This is bad. Who's 
gonna fix it?" 

In order to flx anything, you first have to be sure what 
that "thing" is. Having the greatest cure in the world for 
the common cold doesn't help a heck of a lot if the 
ailment you're treating is the mumps. Giving Vep<x> more 
and more money every year doesn't cure anything. We 
must look to Vepco's board of directors to flx the 
problem. They should select a new management team 
that can get more from the money they already have. 

In all matters dealing with management, the Vepco 
board has b^n publicly silent. They give management a 
pat on the back and say they are doing a good job. They 
call this being tactful. 

We offer this advice to the members of the Vepco board 
iof directors: Tact is not exercised by making a dash for 
covCT. Be sure, when you think you are being extremely 
tactful, that you are not in reality running away from 
something you ought to face. In the final analysis, it is the 
board of directors that is responsible for the management 
of Vepco. 

Mismanagonent at the highest levels, alleged and real, 
is irritating Vir^nians and now North Carolinians. Vep- 
co is (^>erating in an hostile atmosphere. In the face of 
such pressure, Vepco's board of directors can't stand pat. 
It must move. 

Vepco directors and Vepco customers should share the 
sarnie hope and should be united in a desire to get a handle 
on minnanaganent, exorbitant costs and exploding 
nttes. We have to live together, let's work t(^ether. Let's 
do somediing about this managonent problem .

Because of the rising cost of hospital care, the 
hospital insurance deductible and daily co-insurance 
amounts under Medicare have been increased for 1979. 

The law requires an annual review of hospital costs 
under Medicare and an adjustment of the hospital 
insurance deductible when costs h«ive risen 
substantially. The amount of the deductible represents 
the average cost of one day of hospital care, which is 
determined by a formula provided in the law. 

Effective Jan. I, the hospital insurance deductible is 
$160, up from $144 for 1978. This means that for the 1st 
through 60th day of inpatient hospital care in each 
benefit period, Medicare hospital insurance will pay for 
all covered services except for the first $160. 

The higher deductible amount for 1979 applies to 
benefit periods which start in or after Jan. 1979. the 
1978 deductible, $144. applies to benefit periods which 
started in 1978. This is true if you entered a hospital in 
1978 and are still an inpatient after Jan. 1 . < 

When the hospital insurance deductible changes, the 
law requires comparable changes in the daily dollar 
amounts (co-insurance) that^Mt?&icare hospital 
insurance does not pay. 

For the 61st through 90ih day of inpatient hospital 
care in each benefit period in 1979, hospital insurance 
will pay for all covered services except for $40 a day (up 
from $36). 

i f you need to be in a hospital longer than 90 days in a 
benefit period, you can use the inpatient hospital reserve ' 
days provided by hospital insurance. For each reserve 
day used this year, hospital insurance will pay for all 
covered services except for $80 a day: ($72 a day in 
1978). 

For the 21st through lOOth day of post-hospital care 
in a skilled nursing facility, hospital insurance will pay 
~ for all covered services except for $20 a day (increasST"^^ 
from $18). Hospital insurance pays the full cost of 
covered services for the first 20 (^ys of care in a skilled 
nursing facility. \^ 

After a stay in a hospital or skilled nursing facility, 
hospital insurance will pay for all covered services 
except for $20 a day (increased from $18). Hospital 
insiiraiK'e pays the full com of covered services hn the 
Til si 2U days of care in a skilled nursing facility. 

After a Slay in a hospital or skilled nursing facility, 
hospital insurance can cover. home health care from a 
pariicipatingJMNnelicaUkagencjt. ;.i< 

Hosphal insurance eantwy the full cost of up to 100 
home health visits in the 12 month period after the start 
of one benefit period and before the start of another. 

Although hospital insurance does not pay all your 
health care costs, it does provide^ basic protection 
against the high cost of illness at a time when you need it 
most - after you are 65 or while you are severely 
disabled.

One of the functions of Tidewater Community 
College is to prepare students for the "real world" of 
employment. Accepting and carrying out the 
responsibilities of a job are qualities which cannot be 
taught in the classroom, but which are essential to one's 
success in the work environment. 

Cooperative Education is a program which allows 
TCC students to learn about the respi)nsibilitics of work 
in their chosen fields while earningipay and academic 
credit for work performed in pri^te business and 
industry. The work must be related to the student's 
curriculum of study. 

Through the Cooperative Education program, private 
firms hire TCC studoits. usually on a part-time ba.si$, to 
perform the work of a r^ular employee. The student 
and his employer work out a program of concrete goals 
which the student must meet during the school quarter, 
and TCC awards academic credit for the student's 
successful complet ion of the work . 

Many Tidewater Community C?dllegc students arc 
already working when they enter college. Through the 
Co-op program, ih«e students may earn credit for their 
work, if it is related to their curriculum. If a student h 
interested in Cooperative Education but does not have a 
curriculum-reiated>job, the Co-op coordinator will find, 
employment for the student. 

The student can take Co-op as part of full-time or 
part-time study. In fact, because of the schedule o( 
work an4 clasps, many TCC Co-op students attend 
classK part-time. 

One obvious advantage of the Co-op program is the 
"reallife" experience it affords the stuiknt. There are 
many collide graduates working in fields other than 
what ikcy studied in college simply heeau^c llKy did not 
really know what tlwir work would involve until after 
they had graduated and gotten thai first job. That is too 
late to learn you are in the wrong business. Through the 
Cooperative Education program, students gel a realisiic 
picture of their career choi(%s.

How much of 
a homo cm 
you afford? 
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One of the first steps in buying a new hmne it 
deciding how much of a home^you can tiitmd. 

Contrary to popular oirinion, the rules used by 
lenders to determine mortgage loan (flings for loan 
applicants are not etched in stone. Instead, mortgage 
lenders follow general guidelines that may vary from 
time to time depending on the local economic conditions 
as well as the fmancial situation of their lending 
institution. For example, when there's a plentiful supply 
of mortgage money and demand for credit is light, 
lenders are likely to relax their mortgage guideline. 
When money is scarce, on the other hand, the guidelines 
are usually tightened, making it harder for home buyers 
to qualify for loans. 

The general rule of thumb used by lenders is that your 
monthly mortgage payment (principal and interest), 
plus your monthly payments to cover home insurance 
and real estate taxes, should not exceed 25 to 30 percent 
of your gross monthly incon^e. 

In determining your monthly incom6, lenders must 
consider steady income of both husband and wife, 
including part-time Income, alimony and child support. 

If you're in line for a big raise or promotion six 
months from now, have your boss put it in writing and 
pass the letter on to your lender when you apply for 
your mortgage loan. Lenders will consider your 
potential earning power as well as your present salary. 

Take a look, too, at your present debts, including 
such things as car loans, major medical bills and 
revolving charge accounts. Lenders will look at all debt 
bbligsutions that will take 8 to 10 months or longer to 



pay off when calculating your home buying power. 

Generally, lenders require that your total monthly 
installment debt - including your house, car and credit 
card payments - does not exceed 33 percent of your 
gross monthly income. If you're saddled with some 
major debts; it's a good idea to pay off some of them 
before you apply for a mortgage loan. The less you owe 
elsewhere, the more you will be able to borrow to buy a 
home, 
r Next, the lender will lauunine your credit rating, job 
?^ and salary history. Ttoitendtf'alsOjtwiil turant some 
assurance that you iiate 'avough -money oft liand to 
cover the down paynmit as well as closing costs, which 
can run several thousand dollars in some high cost 
areas. 

If your mortgage loan application is rejected because 
your income is too low, don't panic. You still have 
plenty of options: (a) incr^ise the size of your down 
payment; (b) pay off your other debts; (c) stretch the 
repayment period from, say, 25 years to 30 yeare; (d) 
negotiate with another lending institution; (e) check on 
the lender's willingness to make a graduated payment 
_ mortgage (GPMs) with FHA or private mortgi«e 
insurance. 

Graduated payment mortgages are designed to help 
young buyers who would not otherwise qualify for the 
standard flxed rate, level payment mortgage because 
their incomes are too low. Under the GPM plan, the 
monthly mortgage payment is less than the standard 
mortgage payment during the first several years. The 
payments steadily rise over a period of years but, by that 
time, the homeowner's income has gone up enough to 
cover the increased , 

mortgage payments. 

The demand and supply 
factor is another key 
element of the mortgage 
lending business. When 
lending institutions are 
short on money, they are a 
lot more selective in 
making loans. Naturally, 
borderline mortgage loan 
applicants are the first to 
be rejected. However, 
when savings institutions 
have a surplus of funds, 
they usually stretch their 
lending guidelines to the 

limit. 

One word of caution, 
though. Be realistic when 
figuring out how much of 
a home you can afford. In 
home buying, some short 
term sacrifices can pay 
some big dividends down 
the road. But make sure 
that you can live with 
those sacrifices. For in the 
final analysis, you're the 
one who is going to have 
to make those monthly 
payments.

Our country's number, one problem in 1979 is 
inflation. Inflation touches virtually evef;y aspect of our 
lives: the price of the food we eat, the homes in which 
> we live, the goods and services we purchase. For more 
and more Americans inflation is forcing the 
question— where will we live and where will our children 
live in the future? 

As the federal government continues deficit spending, 
there are some who believe that we as a nation have lost 
our discipline and resolve to effectively combat 
inflation, and instead have adopted a philosophy of 
living with the problem.

Fighting 
inflation with monetary policy alone strikes at housing 
and destroys for many Americans the dream of home 
ownership— their best hedge against inflation. 

We are the best housed nation in the world and 
almost all of our housing is produced and acquired in a 
free market economy. The challenge of providing 
decent shelter for all Americans is not new to this 
country nor to the home building industry. The needs 
and desires of our citizens are 'causing an ever increasing 
demand for shelter, and we a^ an industry must be able 
to meet that demand, and meet it through the free 
-enterprise system. : — — r — -

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Taxpayers Can Claim 
Energy Tax Credit 



Taxpayers can claim tax credits for residential energy 
expenditures made during tht period April 20, 1977 
through Dec. 31. 1978 when they file their 1978 
individual income tax returns, the Internal Revenue 
Service today announced. 

The IRS emphasized that taxpayers who had 
qualifying expenditures during 1977 must claim the 
credits on their 1978 returns rather than file amended 

1977 returns. 

The Energy Tax Act of 1978 provides a tax credit of 
up to $300 for qualifying energy conservation materials 
installed in a home. There is also a separate credit of up 
to S2,20O for installation of certain renewable energy 
source expenditures. Generally, the credits are for 
expenditures made on or after April 20, 1977. 

Qualifying energy conservation inaterials include 
insulation, storm doors and windows, caulking, 
■ weather-stripping and certain heating system 
modiflcations designed to conserve energy. Renewable 
energy source expenditures include those which use or 
transmit solar, wind or geothermal energy to heat, cool 
or provide hot water for a residence. 

The IRS also pointed out that the credits could only 
be claimed by filing Form 1040. 

The form for claiming the tax credits will be in the 

1978 Form 1040 tax return packages that will be sent to 
taxpayers by the end of December. Form 5695, Energy 
Credits, which will be used to compute the credits will 
also be available at the same time from banks, post 
offices and JRS offices. Form 5695 should be attached 
to the return. 

Further details on what qualifies and how to compute 
the tax credits are contained in Publication 903, Energy 
Credits for Individuals, available at most IRS offices.

In addition, you will have to file an income tax return 
if any of the three following requirements apply: 

• You received tips from which social security tax was 
not withheld, even if your gross imcome was less than

. • You were in business for yourself and had net earnings 

of $400 or more from that business. This is called 

''wiXt-^m^oymtnt income"; or, 

• You had unearned income of $750 or mortf, such as 
dividends or interest from savings accounts, and can 
be claimed as a dependent by your parents. This is 
particularly important to students. 



Avoid Common Errors 



Before you mail your income tax return, check to be 
sure that you have: 

• Transferred the peel-off address label to your return, 
and made any necessary corrections in your name, 
address, and social security number; 

• Attached Wage and Tax Statement; 

• Attached all required income; 

• Reported all your taxable income; 

• Rechecked your return to make sure you have made 
no mistake in your arithmetic; 

• Signed your return (on a joint return, both husband 
and wife must sign); 

• Attached your check or money order, payable to 
"laternal Revenue Service," if you owe additional 
tax, and have written your social security number on 
your check or money order; 

• Addressed the return to the correct Internal Revenue 
Service Center or, better yet, used the envelope that 
came with your tax forms package. 

And, be sure to file your return by April 16, 1979.

Dependency Tax Regulations Differ 
for SeparaiiMl, Divorced Parente 

Separated and divorced parents are subject to certain 
tax regulations when claiming children as dependents, 
the ihternal Revenue Service advised. 

Since each child can be claimed by only one parent, 
generally, the parent with custody of the child for the 
greater part of the year is entitled to the dependency 
deduction. 

But there are two exceptions to the rule based upon 
terms of the divorce decree or other agreement and the 
amount contributed to the child's support by the parent 
without custody. 

Divorced or separated parents should check the 
details of these exceptions in their tax instructions 
before either parent claims the children as dependents. 

Additional information is available free in IRS 
Publication 501, Your Exemptions and Exemptions for 
Dependents, and IRS Publication 504, Tax Information 
for Divorced or Separated Individuals, by filling out the 
order blank in the tax package. 



Dividends Must be Reported 

Dividends from corporations must be reported on 
your return, but they are ordinarily included in income 
only if the total received exceeds $100. 

A husband and wife each may exclude from income 
up to $100 of the dividends each of them received during 
the year. However, neither may use any part of the 
other's exclusion. If one of them has dividends of less 
than $100, the exclusion will be the actual amount of the 
dividends received, and the other's exclusion will be no 
more than $100.

iiic things you can just count on. The sun will rise 
iiorrow morning. Harold Stassen will run for 
(•resident. And Norfolk schools will dominate the 
Beach in basketball. 

This season. Beach schools hold a collective 3-16 
record against the city teams. Beach supporters will 
point to all kinds of reasons for this displeasing 
disparity. Major among their defenses is the fact that 
Norfolk schools still have junior varsity prepping while 
Virginia Beach's J.V. program has bitten the dust. But 
when all is said and done, this fact of life boils down to 
one thing. 
Basketball is a city gatne. 

Take a drive around the Beach. You'll see 
comfortable homes, grassy front lawns, open fields, 
amusement arcades, skateboard parks, water slides, 
horse stables, and of course, the beach itself. 

There is rarely a lack of something to do 6r the means 
with which to do it. Kids play basketball, football, 
baseball, soccer - these are all sports, all fun, all games. 
No go down to Norfolk. There are very few open 
fields waiting for a football game. Manicured Little 
League baseball complexes are rare. And you need 
room to hit a baseball, a bat to hit it with, and a glove to 
catch it. There is no lure of rolling surf. Skateboards are 
foreign - you might get hit by a car. 

But there is plenty of concrete, and one worn 
basketball will do for a crowd. No more room is needed 
than jin alleyway, a side of a building, or a parking lot. 

Sure, there are alleys, buildings, and parking lots at 
the Beach. There is also an abundance of basketball 
courts, which are rarely crowded. And there is a whole 
lot more; that is the key. There are other things to do in 
the spring, summer, and fall. Basketball is played, but 
usually only during basketball season. 

For many city kids, there are no seasons. Basketball is 

the king, and it rules year round. These kids play other 

things only when they can't play basketball. Other 

things are fun and games. Basketball is life. 

That it can limit life for many city kids is a sad fact. 




Coaches often point to this element of hunger as a key 
to winning ball games. "You've gotta* want it," they 
say. The tilt in a close game often goes to the team 
which is^ hungrier, and it only makes sense that a 
ballplayer who equates basketball with life and sees 
defeat as a kind of death will be hungrier for victory 
than one who is playing the game for "sport." 

This hunger for the game, which drives many city kids 
onto the courts at a young age and keeps them there 
from then on, can be pinpointed as a major reason for 
city superiority on the court.

Many will forfeit school studies, a job, and hope for the 
future - all for the game. But for these kids, today is 
here and tomorrow can wait. 

Watch a playground game in the city. There seems to 
be no method to this madness. The game is full of wild 
individual moves and flashy, often erratic, passes. 
Discipline is no more than a vocabulary word. 

But a closer look reveals a hidden beauty in the crazy 
twists and "in your face" jumpers. To these kids, the 
game is a vehicle for expression. It's a series of 
challenges and confrontations. If a man scores on you, 
you don't simply score to get even. You've got to come 
back in a better, flashier way; you've got to answer him. 
To the city playground ballplayo-, the game is a 
reflection of life. It gives him a chance to shine, to be 
the best - a chance he might not otherwise get. 

You'll find playground^all at the Beach, but it lacks 
the intensity and fire of a city game. What is a good 
workout, a quick game of basketball in the suburbs, 
turns into a test of manhood and individual worth in the 
city. 

And you won't just find athletes on the court in the 
city. Everybody plays ball. The star of the high school 
team will share the court with the school's egghead. Six- 
year olds work on their game, dreaming of future 
stardom while a thirty year old man agonizes as his 
jump shot fades and his legs grow weary. 

Some Beach schools have a hard time getting twelve 
solid basketball players together. And for many of these 
ballplayers, basketball is not their only sport. 

But when tryouts come in the city, where the game 
never ends, the gyms are filled with hungry young men - 
hungry for the chance to be a star, to shine. 



Beach schools will triumph now and then. An 
occasional dominating player can offset the city 
advantage, as First Colonial's Guy Morgan showed last 
year. Individual talents like Kempsville's Mike Downs, 
Kellam's Daryl Christian, Cox's Myron Goffigan, and 
Princess Anne's Marvin Williams can play with the best 
the city has to offer. 

But the city offers the best from top to'bottom. Every 
spot on a city ballteam's roster is filled by a ballplayer 
who has been sharpened by sweltering summer days, 
windy fall months, and numbing winters on the 
playgrounds. 

The teams are filled with raw talent from top to 
bottom, and the league is filled with tough teams - from 
top to bottom. 

Last Tuesday night illustrated this. 

Lake Taylor, a second-rate Norfolk team this season, 
notched their fifth win in five tries against Beach 
schools by dumping First Colonial. 

Norview, on the same level as Lake Taylor, dropped 
Beach leader Cox for the second time this year. 

Washingtpn, a premier area team, spotted Bayside an 
cariy lead before blowinglfy the Marlins to win. 

And Kempsville, the hottest team at the Beach, had 
their heels cooled by an overwhelming Maury team, 
whose only loss has been to Washington. 

Add to these results the fact that Granby, the 
doormat of the city league, knocked off then 8-1 
Princess Anne eariy in January, and the picture is 
complete. 

Excellence demands dedication, and nothing is easier 
to dedicate oneself to than his life. 

For the city ballplayer, basketball is life.
